Thirteen Slav Battleships and Cruisers Sunk--

Fleeintf Towards Vladivostok. 


In the great naval battle fought Sat- 


urday and Sunday in the straits of Kor- 
ea the Japanese obtained a complete and 
overwhelming 
victory. Late 
advices 


show that Rojestvensky's fleet, composed 
of all his most effective and powerful 
ships, was completely shattered. 
Ac- 


cording to the latest information, two 
Russian battleships, one const defense 
armor clad, five cruisers, two special ser- 
vice ships ancl three destroyers were 
«unk, and there were captured two bat- 
tleships, two coast defense armor clads 
and one special service ship. 


Rojestvensky's flagship escaped badly 


damaged and with other vessels of his 
broken fleet, is being pursued by the vic- 
torious Japanese. Rear Admiral Nebo- 
gatofT, however, was captured with 3,- 
000 other prisoners. It. seems probable 
that in their crippled condition other 
Russian vessels will fall into the hands 
of the Japanese before they can reach 
Vladivostok. While London rumors say 
that several Japanese vessels were lost, 
Admiral Togo officially reports that his 
squadron was not damaged. A number 
of 
RUSSIA" vessels still remain near 


Shanghai, but it is evident that as a 
fighting force the great fleet has been 
destroyed. No details of the battle have 
yet been permitted to pass the Japanese 
censor, but Tokio dispatches make it 
clear that Admiral Togo is pressing his 
advantage and harassing the Russian 
vessels which are attempting to take 
refuge nt Vladivostok and make more 
complete his already sweeping victory:

WASHINGTON, May 29.—An official 


telegram from Tokio states that Admir- 
al Togo reports to his government that 
the total louses sustained by the Ruisian 
fleet Saturday and Sunday were": Two 
battleships, one const defense armor clad 
five cruisers, two special service ships 
and thrco destroyers—all sunk. In ad- 
dition, there were captured two battle- 
ships, two const defense armgr clads, one 
special service ship, one destroyer and 
over two thousand prisoners. Admiral 
Togo adds that the Japanese squadron 
was undamaged.

"Itogarding whether this light will 


prove a step in the direction of peace we 
cannot judge. Outsiders cannot express 
an opinion of any value on this point.

One thing is 
certain—this makes the Japanese further 
naval and military operations very easy, 
If the war continues Vladivostok may 
become a second Port Arthur. It seems 
impossible under the circumstances that 
Russia will send more ships to the-far 
cast." 


TOKIO, May 29, 3 p. m.—Rear Admir- 


al Nebogatoff (former commander of the 
fourth division of', the .Pacific fleet and 
recently commander of. the information 
squadron composed of scouts 'and mer- 
chantmen) with 3,000 other Russians, is 
among the prisoners captured by the 
Japanese.

JAP WARSHIPS UNHARMED. 


WASHINGTON, May 29.—Official an- 


nouncement of the result of the naval 
-engagement between the Japanesa-and 
Russian fleets was received at the state 
department today in the following cable- 
gram from Minister Griscom, dated To- 
do, May 29: 


"Admiral Togo has informed his gov- 


.rnment concerning the fight which took 
>lace on Saturday afternoon and Satur- 
lay evening. According to his report 
he Japanese fleet under his command 
Icstroyed nnd sunk one battleship of the 


rodmo class and lour other large Rus- 


sian war vessels. Two or three more 
i-ere captured. None of- the large Jap- 
inose men of war received serious injury. 


The battle was still in progress on 


Sunday. A great Japanese victory is 
announced here as the general result of 
the engagement, but few details have 
been received."

HEARS OF TOGO'S VICTORY. 


WASHINGTON, May 29, 9 a. m—Min- 


ister Takahira, of Japan, received his 
first information of the practical anni- 
hilation of tho Russian fleet in

Press a few minutes after he arose this 
morning, when the bulletin from Tokio 
containing the Japanese government's 
official announcement that Admiral Ro- 
jestvensky had lost

was read to Minister Takahira. over the 
telephone, he carefully repeated the 
words of the dispatch and then expressed 
satisfaction at the apparent result of 
the great conflict. The minister and 
other' members of the Japanese legation 
remained in their offices nearly all night 
eagerly awaiting news of the battle. Up 
to this hour no"official advices have.been 
received at the legation. Aside-from 'the 
press dispatches, the only information re- 
ceived at the lagation wan contained in a. 
private message to the minister indicat 
ing that the result of the light;was'fav- 
orable to' the 'Japanese. Minister Ta-lia 
hira is expecting momentarily definite 
news of the battle.

When tho last word had been uttered, he 
walked slowly from the room- and was 
returned to the. jail. The man is said to 
be of degenerate tendancias,'.and one can 
well believe 'the statement from his ac- 
tions of this morning. The recital of the 
revolting details of his crime failed to 
elicit a single-sign of emotion.from him. 
He apcarod deaf to the bitter scorings of 
court and district attorney.- 


SCORED BY JUDGE BRAZEE. 


In sentencing him the judge said: 


"Words arc insufficient to express my 
contempt. Yours is indeed a sad record. 
Thirty-two years of age, a forger, ern- 
>ezzler, seducer of an innocent girl, and, 
morally, a murderer. I can not express" 
>y contempt of your cowardly, despica- 
)le act. The legislature has seen fit to 
is a penalty for the crime of which you 
.re guilty, but I believe that never, when 
;hey considered the proposition, did they 
lave in mind a case so cowardly as that 
of yours." .

ST. PETERSBURG, May 29, 1:55 p. m. 


—At the admiralty this morning abso- 
lutely nothing was known of the naval 
battfe in the far east, except the ntfws 
contained in the dispatches of the Asso- 
ciated Press. The general * impression, 
produced by the cable messages undoubt- 
edly was extremely gloomy. While Ad- 
miral Rojestvensky was expected to pay 
the price for reaching his haven at Vlad 
ivostok, the complete loss of two of his 
four best battleships besides several oth- 
er warships with heavy damage to other 
ships which such havoc indicates is ad- 
mitted to spell disaster unless the Jap- 
">• 


anese suffered correspondingly. For this 
reason news from Vladivostok where the 
first communication with the Russian 
fleet will be established is awaited with 
intense anxiety. The admiralty calcu- 
lates that wireless communication with 
Vladivostok might be established, ai 
early as this afternoon or tonight, bat 
all dispatches must first go to the empe- 
ror,, the news is not likely to reach the. 
public until tomorrow. It is a matter of 
•general comment that the most definite 
and mwt reliable information received 
up to the time the official announcement 
was sent out from Tokio came by way of 
Washington, 


A CRUSHING BLOW, 


The receipt of the Tokio official bul- 


letin announcing that Rojestvensky's 
fleet was practically annihilated was a 
crushing blow to the admiralty official!, 
destroying the hope to which many of 
them had clung that the silence of the 
Japanese government might be favorably 
construed. The Wording of the official 
dispatch was interpreted to mean that 
Admiral Togo had succeeded in barring 
and holding the entrance of the straits of 
Korea against Admiral Rojestvensky.

were very confusing, but everything 
seems to indicate that Togo delivered a. 
scries of desperate torpedo attacks dur- 
ing Saturday night with the support of 
his heavy ships.

DESTROYED BY MINES. 
-. 


The reported sinking of so many ships 


it is believed might also be partially due 
to mines sown ahead of the advancing 
Russian columns. The belief is also 
strengthened that 
Rojestvensky -was 


forced in order to 9ccure homogenity in. 
speed and fighting power to divide his 
fleet only a single division passing the 
straits of Korea, the other going around 
Japan. The straits of Korea division, 
however, evidently included the pick of 
the Russian fleet,'the Borodino and Orel 
being two of- the four best battleships. 
If is possible that Admiral Rojestvensky 
jiansferred his flag'from the battleship 
Kninz Souvaroff to tha Borodino or Orel . 
before the fight in order .to prevent tho. 
concentration of the Japanese fire on his 
own ship. Captain Sreberinnikoff of the 
Borodino and Cuptain Ignatieff of tho 
Orel are- regarded as extremely.'capable 
officers. 


HOUR OF FATE HAS COME. 


Owing to the decision of tho newspa- 


pers to suspend Monday publications on- 
ly telegrams are being printed on fly 
sheets. The Novoo Vremya alone com- 
ments editorially upon the battle under 
the caption "The hour of fate has 
struck." The paper says: 


'F,ussia has been reproached with put- 


ting too much trust in God, sending too 
many ikons to the war and not enough 
men. The result is now in the language. 
of the Americans in the hands of 'the men 
behind the guns.' Wo Russians trill be 
patient until the full results are known." 


WEEP FOR ABSENT ONES. 


Black pessimism reigns among tha.pub- 


lic. There were many touching incidents 
in the corridors of the admiralty whlolx , 
wore filled this afternoon with the wives' 
and families of officers and jncn on 
board the1 Russian shipi,, inquiring pit-' 
uoualy for news of loved ones. Theyhad; 
already heard rumors that-the fleet had 
practicably bsen. annihilated and ntoit of i 
the women wept and sonwypf them .faint-; 
ed when the admiralty announced it had': 
no news to communicate-

LA CKOSSE, Wis., May 27.—A special

The omission of tlic little word "not" 


in tlie engrossed copy of the bill passed 
by the senate creating a commission to 
control nnd supervise 
railway- rates 


makes the commission practically .power- 
less. Section .13 of tlio new law.'was in- 
tended to read that "they (The- orders 
of tlic commission making-rftt.es) shall 
not be declared inoperative, -illogal or

PARIS,'May 20,—Baron Alphonse de 


Rothschild, head of the French branch of 
the banking house bearing the name of 
Rothschild and governor of the bank ot 
France, died at 4:30 this morning from 
acute bronchitis, aggravated, by gout. 
The'announcement of the baron's death 
caused widespread regret, for besides his 
position in the .financial world Baron Al- 
phome was known for his lavish chari- 
ties, one of the latest being the gift of 
$2,000,000 for the erection of working- 
men's homes. 


The burial of Baron Alphonso will be 


niost simple according to the strict rule 
of the Rothschild family, 
including a 


ilain coffin without mourning, tributes. 
The "funeral, the date of which has not 
yet been fixed, will-be the occasion of a 
notable tribute of respect. 


The deceased, ivho was born in 1827, 


will be succeeded a* head of the Paris 
banking house by Baron Lambert de 
Rothschild of Brussels, .whose business 
capacity has earned him a world wide 
reputation.

HEBREWS KILL EACH OTHER 


Do Mnrder la Antl-vloo Crusade. Yollce no 


Interfering. 


WARSAW, May 26.—As the result of 


an 'effort of the Jewish socialist organi- 
zation, called the Bund, to purge the He- 
brew .district of Warsaw of all disreput- 
able persons, eight persons have already 
been killed, ana 100 -wounded, nineteen 
seriously. The damage to property has 
been considerable. There has been no 
pillaging, but the destruction of the fur- 
niture in the various houses has been ab- 
solute. The riots were still in progress 
late tonight. 


The Bundites with the view to expel 


their undesirable co-religionistsXbcgan 
last night to wreck disorderly houses, 
cafes, and other resorts. Tho fighting 
spread to the surrounding streets, con- 
tinued until midnight and recommenced 
this morning. 


The mob armed with axes smashed the 


doors and windows nnd brought the fur- 
niture' out' on tho • streets where they 
broke it into small pieces. The owners 
of the furniture in attempting to defend 
their belongings were attacked, beaten 
and even killed. 


The authorities took no steps to pre- 


vent the riots until late tonight, when 
tho Cossacks fired on the crowds at two 
points wounding four persons. During 
the day patrols -occasionally appeared, 
but they regarded the proceedings mere- 
ly as spectators. 


There arc conflicting stories as to the 


origin of the trouble. One report is that 
the respectable Jews, tired of hearing the 
members of their race called keepers of 
disorderly houses, thieves and usurers 
and other opprobrious names resolved, as 
the police were receiving bribes for pro- 
tecting disreputable houses and persons, 
to take the matter into their own hands. 
Another report has it that Jewish roughs 
in the guise of members of the Bund were 
levying blackmail upon shopkeepers, thus 
engaging the socialists. In any ca^e the 
socialists seemingly determined on a eru- 
snde against the undesirable persons of 
their own race, with the 'result1 that 
crowds of men systematically ruined the 
disreputable houses. 


The whole affair was carefully organ- 


ized. - The loaders were supplied with the 
addresses of the owners of disreputable 
houses and scarcely a single resort in 
Warsaw escaped destruction.

But still with 
mnny modern households where the old 
legends of'love in a cottage with the 
clematis roaming gayly 'over the cot- 
tage sides and roof, or the wistaria and 
all thnt sort of thing, are relatives mere- 
ly in law and not in fact, it is a matter 
that can only be determined by a judge 
and a jury of citizens summoned from 
their respective walks in life to sit in 
judgment. 


This pastern judge, has a case before 


him, and a case partaking of the great, 
dark tragedy of only too many married 
lives, that of a husband deserting his 
wife and family, leaving them to hustle 
for their support ns best they might. 
The woman in the case, the wife com- 
plainant, nllcged non support and deser- 
tion nnd she must have erred somewhere 
in .the business or. clso'her lawyers failed 
in their pleadings, for the judge scored 
against her in the defense of the deserter 
of n husband. Where the poor woman 
lost her cnse.was in the husband's de- 
murrer, this'being-a plea of altogether 
loo much motlier-iu-lnw. The judge held 
the husbnnd wns nnd is the master of 
the household.' The woman has no right 
to invite ns guests nny person against 
the husband's consent. Her relatives in- 
cluding her moflier are barred if non, as- 
sent is given.

;i:ipn#. Whoever contributed to the sup- 
port of the family should have some 
right to extend hospitality. 
But why 


-,:ionld nnv husband whose wife contrib- 
uted from her own funds or her own 
;::bor her share or'more than her share 
.1 the household expense.* possess tha 
legal right to bar out the wife's mother. 
Again, this decision infers a woman hae 
no right to visit unless such nre of that 
niitiire and longth that do not interfere, 
ihat is where she does not neglect her 
domestic duties. But where does the 
husband get his right to visit as minded 
and gallivant till around neglecting his 
domestic duties, for this may be inferred 
from the language of the eastern judge. 
In these days, what is sauce for one is 
sauce' for. the other.

JURY TRIALS. 


A suggestion has been made towards a 


reformation of the present jury_ system 
and procedures regarding jury verdicts, 
(hat ns an 
improvement 
in . securing 


mimes to make up the venires, the elec- 
tion judges in every precinct be required 
to choose a prescribed number of names 
by lot. these to be returned to the jury 
commissioners or clerks of coifrts, Who 
shall again choose by lot the number re- 
quired. 
The process will give "just as 


good nsmeft ns nre now given, if not bet- 
ter. 
At the same time there could AR 


well be also drawn off the poll lists by 
lot a certain number of names of men to 
serve as jurors in the justice courts nnd 
coroners juries. A* to thf latter it would 
"ivc a pleasing- variety and- the juries- 
could be drawn first of every inohth. to 
serve during that current inonth if call- 
ed upon. 


As tp oae phase of jury .trials ikot.of 


jurymen asking questions, there should 
be no question about this: It should be 
optional with every juryman if so dis- 
posed to put a question or as many as 
he deems necessary upon any point, and 
that well known and antiquated, objec- 
tion that so often serves .to defeat-justice- 
"objected to because 'incompetent, irre- 
levant and immaterial-," .done/away with 
so far as .the .jury is concerned. , .This 
will be objected to'naturally but 
the 


many illegal uprisings of mobs fired at an 
atrocious crime- and the awful tragedy 
of an American lynching, should be.some 
hint of value to the legal world of. form, 
and ceremony and more apparently con- 
cerned with releasing crime,'thnn punish- 
ing. What is so sndly needed is not new 
devices to enable crime nnd wrong doing 
to escape a just1 penalty, but devices to 
enable a community to get at the merits 
of every case devoid ns much as possi- 
ble of the intricacies, the technicalities, 
and the mazes by which justice is often 
blinded. 


One objection jurors have often raised 


is in the injunction they must not. talk, 
upon a case during its trial. Why not? j 
Another suggestion noted of late nnd 
objection as well, is that regarding spec- 
ial verdicts. These questions doubtless 
formed with every consideration in the j 
world to secure equitable verdicts, yet, j 
mostly fail of purpose, nnd to 'any one 
who hns- looked into this phase of, our 
civil code», the reason is obvious. Not 
inoften are these questions so framed 
that juries honestly trying to do justice 
arc misled and do the wrong thing from 
what they intended, and again so answer 
their questions, that from the conflicting 
answers it is often possible to declare a 
niis-trial or disagreement of the jury. It 
might be permitted a jury in such cases 
ns special verdicts where the courts and 
lawvcrs insist upon them, that i; if the 
law does not wipe out altogether, and 
permit juries to frame their answers, to 
bring in a written statement giving-the 
intention of the jury as to the verdict in 
general. Then too if the judges charge 
tvpe written, woi sent in with the jury 
on going out to deliberate,' what haa-m 
could ensue, rather good might be sub- 
served.

KlSlTlIiSENTATlON.' • 


A stalwart Republicanism has no" pa- 


tience with the trimmers- who assert 
nothing should be done as. to the-states 
that so largely exclude from the tuffrnge 
rights. The 'federal constitution pro- 
vides unquestionably that whenever any 
state denies tho right of suffrage fo any 
male citizbn except for rebellion or crime, 
the basis of representation shall be re- 
duced in the proportion such numbers so 
denied shall bear to the whole number 
of'male citizens twenty-one years of age. 
Prominent southern .men at the time 
southern states were reconstructing their 
state constitutions depriving colored-cit- 
izens of the suffrage right and not includ- 
ing white citizens in the same excluding 
provisions, stated publicly such exclusion 
was not legal and would result in their 
representation in congress being reduced. 
Of course the including of white illiter- 
ates would not have made the. barring 
out any more' legal, but would have 
shown the south was readjusting the suf- 
frage rights on the basis of intelligence. 


Prominent Republicans are using their 


influence to prevent congress from taking 
action upon this and party platforms are 
not overly expressive upon this point. 
But if there is any principle in Republi- 
canism in these days of more importance, 
than the asserting and enforcing of the 
right 
of 
.suffrage and 
,tl\c 
great 


principle 
that every citizen -.has. the 


right to have that vote countcd-ns'cast, 
where is it? The great fight of'the Re- 
publican party and indeed the mission 
for which it wns given birth wns .that 
for the. liberty of the citizen, and now 
years after the principle has been estab- 
lished, and that only won through a long 
and bloody war, why do the party lead- 
ers hesitate about enforcing an impera- 
tive provision of the federal constitu- 
tion? If these states thnt deny the suf- 
frage right nrc to be permitted to be rep- 
resented 
in congress by citizans who 


have no vote, that is the numbers of dis- 
franchised counted in making up the 
congressional representation or rather 
basis of representation, it is a flagrant 
injustice to such other .states .who have 
not so denied, nnd Kcpublicnn leaders 
are remiss in their duties. 


This is not saying congress shall or 


will take such action us would result in 
force in compelling states to repeal or 
disregard their illegal suffrage reducing 
laws, but in calling upon congress to do 
that which southern men themselves' ad- 
mit congress can do,"-to reduce the .basis 
upon which • these •states make up the 
•congressional representation. 


FOR GOOD ROADS. 


The good roads conventions held in this 


city and at, Corliss should be prolific with 
decided benefit. Only through agitation 
can this work progress and converts be 
made. It is true not every farmer is 
favorably impressed with the cause and a 
good part of this may 
be removed 


through the work of these conventions. 
Better roadways are just as much for the 
benefit of the individual farmer as they 
are for the general public and the far- 
mer should remember that 
when 
he 


loaves his own immediate boundaries he 
becomes li part of that general public 
and is then traveling upon the roadways' 
others hnvc contributed to ns well as 
hire. 
• 


It is likely if the scheme of improving 


our highways contained no special as- 
sessment featured converts would come 
in by the. score and while this feature 
has "not 'been brought forward in good 
road discussions it certainly is not for- 
•gotten by .farm residents: 
State aid 


•combined -with county aid would not 
prove nn unpopular idea, with a road din- 
'triut the smallest tuxinjj body. But im- 


proved roadways.on the old fashioned 
•dirt plan is merely-wasting the funds, 
and gravelled ' roads 
cor 
macadamized 


roads should be this dominant feature. 
Many side roads; could be- gravelled to 
decided advantage while the main roads 
should be macadamized by.'the modern 
plan, and though1 'costing more'- than' the - 
old plan of dump'ing the brokcn'rocka'and 
letting the travel 'smooth .them down, as 
were the old fashioned pikes made and 
are yet kept up, would be-cheaper and 
furnish a superior roadway. ' The 
ad- 


dresses of such men • as 
Congressman 


Cooper r.t these gatherings do a great 
amount of good since it gives a guaran- 
tee our members of congress can be re- 
lied upon to help 'along the cause by pro- 
per legislation. 'The more of such ad- 
dresses the better it is for the cause of 
good roadways. 


MDXIOIPAL' SERVICE PLANTS. 
Some figures bearing upon municipal 


operation.of public service plants will be 
of interest and it is obvious that discus- 
sions -upon this feature must continue 
without fully expressed opinions cither 
one way or the other. The public will 
read the figures and the facts from time, 
to time and from these will gradually 
make up their'ininds. Those municipal! 
ties owning service plants will be notic- 
ed' and the facts to be deduced will be 
e-xnmincd by the tax payers. 


In connection with this question of 


mtinicipalization the following from (;n 
exchange will not be without some inter- 
est. The item says: 


'According to recent reports, the mu- 


nicipalization of electric, light plants in 
Great Britain has not been a complete 
success, unless it can be shown that con- 
sumers have enjoyed lower rates. On 
Mareh 31, 1004, there were 191 municipal 
light plants which had been in operation 
for one year or more. The total capital 
expenditure in them amounted to $134,- 
055,20,"), on which a, profit of only l'/s 
per cent was made by .17.1 municipalities 
after the payment of pntcrcst and sinking 
fund. 
In the case "of 'seventy-four 
of 


these plants there wns nn nctual loss in 
their operation of §402.320." 


It is however, only fair.to say that 


municipal operated plants will depend for 
success upon factors that would operate 
equally with privately owned public ser- 
vice plants. ThereViin be the same nls- 
management or the some fruitful man- 
agement; the same • indifference to the 
public needs, or' consideration for the 
public needs. 
There can he thrift or 


lack of thrift, and if the public is to be us 
indifferent to the management of public 
utilities as operated by the municipality 
as they are. now to the corporative man- 
agement, it will not require a prophetic 
eye to perceive failure. 


THE ANTI-I-OBBY MEASITUE. 


The governor is again nfter the lobby- 


ists who. he snys..ha.xe been making life 
miserable for legislators during the past 
winter, and urges the passage of laws 
that will punish by imprisonment and 
fine any paid agent of any special inter- 
est who seeks to influence the vote of 
members. Just how .the governor pro- 
poses to draw the line is not made clear. 
Undoubtedly some interests have main- 
tained a well pnid lobby of able men at 
the state capital and the privileges ac- 
corded them have many times been abus- 
ed, but to put a hedge about legislators 
is nn admission that they are not proof 
against the wiles of 'those men with axes 
to grind or else it is^nn impugnment of 
the honesty of legislators as a class. If 
•in'this matter the governor is able to 
suggest a measure r.hiCt will separate the 
wheat from the chnir, that will- not work 
injustice .to any interests, whether those 
known as corporate interests or private 
interests, he will hn,ve his hands full. 
The great trouble with measures of this 
kind .is that lobbies,which represent in- 
terests not in favor with the administra- 
tion are liable to be.deemed guilty of an 
anti-lobby law while those who are per- 
sona grata with the powers that be may 
go scot free. 
If a measure is enacted it 


should very carefully safeguard the in- 
terests of every citizen, and protect him 
in the right to make known to legisla- 
tors, whether individually or in commit- 
tee, his reasons for favoring or opposing 
any proposed legislation. 


COMPULSORY ARBITRATION US-RE-

While arbitration is 'of course always 


desirable nnd generally profitable to fll.l 
interests involved, it can not 'be said 
compulsory arbitration can ever be a suc- 
cess, at least in the United States. This 
compulsory feature can not be applied 
to one nnd not the other pnrty in dis- 
pute—that clearly would not work. If 
therefore arbitration is ever made com- 
pulsory it follows both parties involved 
•mny be compelled by the law to accept 
:thc terms as mntle by.'thc. arbitrators and 
in this viewthe ernploycn might be com- 
pelled fo Inbor.against their will, n con- 
dition intolerable in this country. 
The 


most radical of'.union labor 
members 


would not contend the employer should, 
be "compelled to arbitrate arid then ac- 
cept the arbitration terms, and the mem- 
bers of 'che unions be relieved from, the 
acceptation. 


This arbitrary arbitration is receiving 


tests in Australia, .and Xew Zealand and- 
a suggestion hns been lately made that 
the lower courts in Australia should be 
constituted regular courts .subject to the 
•rules of courts which of courso includes 
the right of appeal. But it is seemingly 
quite generally admitted that with the 
coming of adverse business nnd manufac- 
turing conditions nnd agricultural depres- 
sion will come the test of compulsory 
arbitration. 
' 


ABSORPTION OT CITT REAL ES- 


TATE,. 


One of the noticeable features of mod- 


ern ways and doings i« the stonily absorp- 
tion going ou in the yreat cities of real 


estate, especially in New York. city. 
Eight years or so .ago there were 27,000 
separate owners of real estate, but at 
the present time there are hot exceeding 
10,000, .with the land owners decreasing 
with every succeeding year. It is ac- 
counted for by the continued building of 
.enormous Business structures which re- 
quire .more land than the old fashioned 
building, the continued creation' of new 
parks, every new one wiping out dozens 
of land owncrs.-the enlargement of rnil- 
rond grounds, building of bridges, depots, 
the strce.t car companies, and every new 
enterprise calling for more real estate. 
The sure result is the steady diminishing 
of the individual land owner and the in- 
crease, of corporation holdings. Then too 
tiie modern mansion erected by modern 
millionaires, a dozen to throe hundred 
times over, all require much more ground 
than the mansion of the old fashioned 
millionaire of a generation ago and so 
the steady absorption of ground goes on 
nnd the list of individual tax 
payers 


grows smaller. 


TOO DIFFICULT TO SOLVE. 


There are quite a number of American 


citizens possessing the deepest respect 
nnd veneration for our protective tariff 
system, who have never yet quite under- 
stood how it is American made goods are 
sold -abroad cheaper than they are at 
home. This fact has been denied, and 
very possible it is, that some of our man- 
ufacturers do not do this, but, the evi- 
dence is very clear mnny others as the 
steel trust do sell cheaper to the foreign 
consumer than at home. This is defend- 
ed by the explanation the heavy protec- 
tion is necessary to keep out foreign com- 
petition thus enabling home concerns to 
prosper and compote with each other, and 
then when the home, market does not 
take at all, the foreign market is open 
and by lowering'.-prices, sales are made 
ns desired and the mills kept going. But 
the query is why 
should our people be 


tnxed thnt the people of other countries 
obtain cheaper tilings?

Injured Qaite Serionsly. 


Latter Has Shoulder Broken and Cut 


Over Left Eyo—Could not Hear 


Sounding of (Jong-. 


While attempting to 
cross Main 


street about thirty feet south of Fourth' 
street at 1:30 o'clock Sunday afternoon, 
William Eosenthal and his wife, hoth 
deaf and dumb, of 1009 West Prospect 
street, wove run down by West Sixth 
street electric car No. 1, Max Wolf, mo- 
torman, and nearly killed. 


Both were knocked down and the lady 


•was dragged many feet and her husband 
barely escaped having his legs cut off. 
The -lady •was picked lip unconscious and 
carried to the doorway of the Schroeder 
Dry Goods} Co. and the husband also 
had to bo assisted to that point. 


WOMAN SEEMED LIFELESS. 


The Icidy lay as if dead and the great- 


est confusion prevailed, a crowd of sev- 
eral hundred people gathering and four 
cars'being stalled in the street. On ac- 
count of botfi parties being doafj and 
dumb it was impossible to secure their 
names, 


The police ambulance was called and 


tho injured couple taken to 
the St. 


Luke's hospital, Dr. A. J. Williams being 
called. On. the way up the wife regained 
consciousness and groaned with pain 
continually fading of her loft shoulder. 


SUSTAINED BAD INJURIES. 


'An 
examination revealed that her 


shoulder wns broken, her face and head 
out and bruised nnd there wore indica- 
tion* of internal injuries of a serious 
nature, but not thought to be fatal. 


Tho husband complained of his should- 


er, hip nnd head and he wiw cut nnd 
bruised in a general manner, but able to 
walk about, greatly excited. 


STEPPED IN FRONT OF CAR. 


It wa-s a miracle that both were not 


killed. One of the large interurban cars 
was passing to the south when Mr. Ros- 
enthal and his wife started to cross 
tho street. They watched until this car 
pot past and not seeing tho West Sixth 
street car in charge of Max Wolf com- 
ing north, of course could not hear the 
jrcng which was being sounded, and then 
stopped directly in front of 
the 
car. 


Quick as a flnsh Motorman Wolf dropped 
the life fender and reversed the lever, 
but the car struck tho couple and they 
were knocked down. Before the car van 
three lengths it was stopped and willing 
hands picked up the unconscious woman 
and carried her to the sidewalk and door- 
wav. 


" THE MAN'S PITIFUL PLIGHT. 
The husband was just able to walk and 


he tried to administer to the injured 
woman. It wn,i pitiful to see his helpless 
condition. 
He could not tell who he 


was, could not hear and too badly hurt 
to write his name and address. Those 
who witnessed the accident state that 
the motorman was not in the least to 
blame. Had the couple been waiting n^ 
the crossing the accident would possibly 
not have occurred. Attempting to cross 
no far np was not expected by Mr. Wolf, 
but as his car was running under low 
pressure he stopped within a short dis- 
tance. 


When the couple reached tho hospital 


nnd the woman was carried to a room a 
representative of the Journal interviewed 
the husband by writing questions. Too 
badly injured to write he pulled a writ- 
ten address from his pocked and it read:

street."' NO INTERNAL INJURIES. 


Dr. Williams said this morning that 


neither party is fatally injured. The 
left shoulder of the woman is broken, 
there is a bad brniae over the left eye 
and other bruises are visible, but it can- 
not bo stated whether there are internal 
injuries, possibly not. 


Tho man had both 
of his knees 


skinned, right shoulder hurt and there 
are other bruises. 


An eye witness to tho accident said 


that tho couple stood on the street until 
tho big electric car paused. Then tho 
woman stepped on tho track in front of 
tho West Sixth street car. The husband 
saw the danger, grabbed hold of and at- 
tempted to pull her back and then the 
cay struck and knocked her down and 
iio also went down. The fender picked 
her up, but she rolled 
out, the end 


caught her again and she was dragged, 
her dross being caught in the wheel.
